Philadelphia, May 28.—The pro- 


duction of coal in the United States 
for the year beginning April 1, must 
reach 735,000,000 net tons, J. D. A. 
Morrow, general director of distribu- 
tion of the United States fuel admin- 
istration told the National Coal As- 
sociation, in convention here. 
This 


means an increase of 85,000,000 tons 
over the production for the coal year 
1917, if the war demands of the 
country are to be met. It is doubt- 
ful. 
Mr. Morrow said, if the produc- 
tion of anthracite coal can be in- 
creased over last year's toi#l of 89,- 
000.000 gross tons. 
Therefore the 


entire 85,000,000 tons must come 
from tbe bituminous mines. 


A survey of the war demand for 


coal by the United States fuel admin- 
istration has shown that the country 
will require' during the present coal 
year 635,000,000 net tons of bilum- 
inotfs coal, Mr. Morrow said. During; 
the last coal year the bituminous coal 
production was 551,000.000 net tons.

It was an awful 
outlook.

It may be hoped, for Mexico's sake 


more than for the sake of the United 
States, that the infatuated Carranza 
will stop short of an 
open rupture.

emy caught within the lines is shot. 
What punishment should, or would 
likely, be meted out to such a spy 
if he walked up to a hospital and 
deliberately blew up the building and 
its inmates? 
Why, indeed, should 


a spy be any less when he 
drops 


from the clouds 
than 
when 
he 


crawls along the ground? The sug- 
gestion, of course, would be retro- 
active, but no sanction we might put 
upon German treatment of our air- 
men caught within their lines could 
match in severity the many 
devil- 


tries those foul fighters have already 
conceived and put 
into operation, 


without 
warrant of international 


law. 


The wounded German commander, 


now lying, safe and comfortable, in 
the very hospital he unquestionably 
meant to destroy, is as clearly deserv- 
ing of ignominious and speedy exe- 
cution as the 
mo«t despicable spy 


ever taken in any war since the "be- 
ginning of time.

REGISTRATION 


OF GERMAN WOMEN 


BEGINS JUNE 17 


All natvies, citizens, or subjects of 


the German empire, or ot the Ger- 
man government, being females of 
he age of 14 jears and upwards, 
\ho are within the United States and 
not actually naturalized as American 
citizens, are required to register as 
German alien females. 


Those requited to register must 


>ffer four unmounted photographs, 
not larger than 3\3 inches in size, on 
bin paper, with a light background 
All photographs must be signed with 
:he name of the applicant acrosa the 
face so as not to obscure the features. 
Finger-prints also will be registered. 


The attorney general has fixed the 


time of registration as the 17th, 18th, 
19th, 20th, 22nd, 24th, 25th and 
26th days of June, 1918, inclusive,' 
from 6 a. m. to 8 p. m , on each of 
said days.

In prepared second Hue po- 
sitions along the Aisne the Franco- 
British forces-are offering strong re- 
sistance to the Germans who are 
pressing on to cross the river, while 
in Flanders the French confidently 
await increased enemy attacks.

the southern flank on a front of 35 
miles in great strength, it is not yet 
clear what is behind the operation. 
Probably several days will pass be- 
fore the situation is defined clearly.
